The 6th Barrio Latino Art Festival celebrates diversity, innovation, and Creative achievement-is being planned for 
Aug. 13,2017 at 1205 Broadway St (comer of Broadway St and Western St), Toledo, OH 43609, from 12 Noon to 
9;00 pm. Barrio Latino Arts Festival, will promote tourism, culture heritage, and the arts in a bold and innovative 
way. Our mission is to support artists, promote artistic expression, create funds for local charitable 
organizations, and bring visitors and neighbors together to share in the spirit of the arts in our community. 
Proceeds from this festival go towards supporting two area nonprofit organizations: (1) NUESTRA GENTE 
Community Projects, Inc., (2) THE PROVIDENCE CENTER.. We recognize the positive effect creative activity 
has on individuals: providing enjoyment, enlivening spaces, and enriching lives. The festival also makes a practical 
contribution in temis of sustainability, providing employment, encouraging learning, and inspiring people to adopt 
active lifestyles. The festival includes live music; folk dancing performances; artisans and crafters with handmade 
products such as scarves, blankets, cosmetics, and jewelry; a car show; and art kid's activities including a drawing 
table, face painting, recognition award to an artist, artwork on display, mural painting, crafts, car show, jalapeno 
contest, and many other special performances and forms of entertainment. Authentic Hispanic food prepared by 
cooks from the community is one of our biggest attractions. The festival is set in the heart of an urban 
neighborhood in Soutli Toledo and attracts a very diverse crowd. And, of course, tliere are offerings for all age 
groups. The event will be held on the street in open areas with full access for people with disabilities and is easily 
accessible from public bus routes. We want to increase the attractiveness of the area to tourists, businesses, people 
and investments through the festival. People (tourists/visitors) spend money on attending the arts and on local 
businesses. Further, local spending by these arts venue.s and patronized businesses has indirect multiplier effects. 

The Barrio Latino Art Festival brings people and organizations together to celebrate the diversity within the 
Hispanic heritage and culture. Tlie program will balance community participation with excellence by offering 
events of both a local and international flavor. Admission is free.

Eleven teams were selected; Idaho, Missouri, Arkansas, District of

roundtables, coalition workgroups), enhancing patient navigation 
systems, provider feedback and assessment, and a number of communication strategies.

Senator John McCain Diagnosed with Brain Cancer 

Senator John McCain has been diagnosed with the aggressive brain cancer glioblastoma. Last 
week, he underwent surgery to remove a blood clot above his left eye. A subsequent pathology 
report of that tissue found that it was cancerous. 

"The Senator and his family are reviewing further treatment options with his Mayo Clinic care 
team," his office said in a written statement. 

Glioblastoma is the most common form of brain cancer, making up 16 percent of all brain malignancies, it is rare, 
striking some three people out of 100,000 In the U.5. McCain has had multiple cases of melanoma, a skin cancer, that 
have been removed surgically according to health records he made public during his 2008 presidential bid. However 
McCain^s glioblastoma is a primary tumor, doctors said in the note issued by his office, meaning that it arose 
independently of those previous bouts of cancer.

USPSTF Stays Course on Ovarian Cancer Screening 

Reprinted from MedPage Today, July IS, 2017 

Clinicians should not screen for ovarian cancer in women who have no signs or symptoms 
of the disease, according to a draft recommendation from the United States Preventive 
Services Task Force, 

The Grade D recommendation, available for public comment until Aug. 14, reaffirms a 
2012 USPSTF recommendation against ovarian cancer screening for asymptomatic 
women. 

The recommendation does not apply to women who are known carriers of S/?CAl/2 mutations, which 
increase the risk of developing ovarian cancer. 

No major medical organization recommends screening the general population of women for ovarian cancer, 
USPSTF officials said in a statement, 

"The task force found that screening women without signs or symptoms for ovarian cancer does not decrease 
the number of deaths from the disease and may lead to unnecessary surgeries,” said task force member 
Maureen Phipps, MD, of Brown University in Providence, R.t. 

"The current screening tests do not do a good job identifying whether a woman does or does not have ovarian 
cancer," added USPSTF chair David Grossman, MD, of Group Health and the University of Washington in 
Seattle. 

"The Task Force hopes that in the future, better screening tests for ovarian cancer will be developed." 

The draft recommendation and the evidence review supporting the recommendation have been posted to the 
USPSTF website . 

Individuals or groups mav submit public comments about either document through the website. 

Following the public comment period, the USPSTF will review the comments and make revisions, if any are 
deemed necessary, before releasing a final recommendation, which will be posted to the task force website 
and published in a major medical journal.

Data On Health Disparities and Disabilities 

In recognition of the July 26th anniversary of the Americans with Disabilities Act, the CMS Office 
of Minority Health has released two data highlights that examine the health of people with 
disabilities. 

Currently, there is lack of information that describes people with disabilities who also have 
ESRD. Due to this gap in literature, it is important to describe and understand this unique and 
vulnerable population. Medicare Fee-For-Service Beneficiaries with Disabilities, by End Stage 
Renal Disease Status. 2014 examines Medicare beneficiaries who have a disability, with and 
without End Stage Renal Disease (ESRD). 

Some of the findings include: 

• Among the list of other chronic and disabling conditions, Peripheral Vascular Disease 
(PVD) and Pressure and Chronic Ulcers were significantly higher among Medicare 
beneficiaries with disabilities and ESRD (26.2% and 17.9%, respectively) compared to 
beneficiaries with disabilities and without ESRD (9.7% and 5.2%, respectively). 

• Among hospitalized beneficiaries, Medicare beneficiaries with disabilities and ESRD had 
higher rates of 30-day hospital readmissions (33.8%) and were high utilizers (32.8%) 
compared to beneficiaries with disabilities and without ESRD (17.3% and 19.9%, 
respectively). 

Does Disability Affect Receipt of Preventive Care Services among Older Medicare 
Beneficiaries? uses data from the 2013 Medicare Current Beneficiary Survey to examine 
differences in self-reported receipt of preventive care by type of disability for community-dwelling 
Medicare beneficiaries ages 65 and older. 

Some of the findings include: 

Among Medicare beneficiaries ages 65 and older, females reporting any type of disability were 
less likely to receive mammography screening compared to those reporting no disability. 
Compared to beneficiaries reporting no disability, receipt of pneumococcal vaccination was 





consistently higher among beneficiaries ages 65 and older reporting any type of disability.

breaks the statistics down by sex, states and age groups. It gives a very visual display of the 
opioid crisis.
